3. The rejection of claims 1-20 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) has been withdrawn due to 
persuasive arguments presented in the Appeal Brief filed.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1, 9, and 12, none of the references, either 
singularly or in combination, teach or suggest to a person of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention the. amended features, "...wherein said enriching recognizes 
and annotates entities in the electronic document content related to the enrichment 
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theme of the personality identified by the personality identifier." The examiner notes 
that while customizing document content to a personality in itself is not novel (See 
Examiner Referenced Patents), but in combination with the other limitations of the 
method steps and system functions of the independent claim (i.e. wherein said 
enriching recognizes and annotates entities in the electronic document content related 
to the enrichment theme of the personality identified by the personality identifier) the 
limitations of claim 1 are considered novel, and unobvious to a person of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made in view of the prior art of record.
